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PREFACE. 



TiiH present volume is the first of a series of books de- 
signed as aids to the student of Etymology. Of this series 
the succeeding volumes are the Class-Book of Etymology, — 
which is adapted to the wants of the advanced classes in 
Grammar Schools, — and Oswald's Etymological Dictionary, — 
designed as a text-book for High Schools and Academies, 
or as a work of reference for schools in general. The 
P'irst Book of Etymology, as its name imports, is intended 
for the use of those just entering upon the study. 

In the Preliminary matter, the compiler has endeavored 
to impart to the pnpij a fail conception of the distinction 
between primitive and derivative, simple and compound 
words ; and, to explain the nature of the prefixes and suf- 
fixes, as well as the change they undergo in combining 
with the root. The pupil should be required to study 
this portion of the work thoroughly before he is permitted 
to proceed. 

The meaning of the prefixes and suffixes, — an acquaint- 
ance with which is indispensable for the successful pro- 
secution of the study of Etymology,— is fully illustrated in 
Part I. The Exercises contained ja this part of the work 
are believed to be well . calculated to fix permanenfly in 
the pupil's memory the subject matter contained in them. 

Part II. comprises the principal Latin and French roots, 
arranged in alphabetical order, with the more simple words 
derived from them, defined and placed under their respec- 
tive roots. 

Part III. is devoted to the Greek roots and their deri- 
vatives, defined and arranged as those in Part II. 

It has been thought proper thus to separate the Greek 
torn the other roots, because the words derived from them 



are by no means familiar to the young pupil, and in their 
combinations with prefixes and suffixes, as well as in the 
formation of the compounds, present much greater diffi- 
culty than the words included in Part II. Having mastered 
Part II., the pupil, it is presumed, will have become so well 
acquainted with the study as to be able to proceed through 
Part m., with comparative ease. 

The table showing the changes which Latin words under- 
went in their transition to French, it is believed, will not be 
unacceptable to those who may make use of the book. This 
portion of the work is not designed to be committed to memory 
by the pupil ; but he may refer to it with profit, as he pro- 
gresses in the study of Part II. 

The Key, which is a feature peculiar to this series of 
Etymological text-books, it is confidently believed, will be 
found a valuable assistant to those employed in teaching 
as well as those engaged in studying Etymology. 

In the hope that this little volume may prove serviceable 
to those for whose use it is designed, the compiler submits 
it to the examination of teachers.

Etymology of the English Language treats of the true origin 
and meaning of English words. 

English words are either Primitive or Derivative. 

A Primitive word is one that is not derived from any other 
word; as sweet, rough, rien, take. 

A Derivative word is formed from a Primitive word by adding 
or prefixing a syllable ; as sweeten, rough/y, forerun, relske. 

The Rfulical or Essential part of a word is called a Boot; as, 
care, in careful; see, in oversee; dorm, in (dormant j vene, in 



A Root is modified or altered in sense by putting a syllable he- 
fore it or a/ifer it. Thus, the root do becomes unAo ; hold, uphold ; 
vide (L. to see), provide ; dud- (L. to shut), ea;ciude ; by placing 
a syllable before the root. And child becomes childless; turn, 
tattling ; onimr (L. life), animo/e; reg' (L. to rule), Kgenl; by 
placing a syllable after the root. 

When the syllable is placed before the root it is called a Prefix

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COMPOUND WORDS. 

Besides those words consisting' of a root, and prefix or suffix, 
there are a great many in every language, which are formed by 
combining two or more roots or words. Such, words aro called 
Compound Words. 

Thus, by putting pen and man together, we have a new word, 
penman; andhy piamg wlmle B.ad bone, we ha,v& tvltalebone. In 
the same way horseman is formed from /torse atiA man; gold- 
smith, from gold and smith ; beehive, from bee and hive, &c. 

Most of our compound words have been derived from the Latin 
and Greek languages, and learned men are continually adding to 
the English tongue words of this class. Thus, aqua, water, and 
ductum, to lead, upon being united and slightly changed in form, 
produce aqueduct, a pipe or other construction for leading or con- 
veying water; philos, a lover, and anthropos, a man, produce 
philanthropist, a lover of man or of mankind, &c. 

In this process of compounding words, the original form of the 
root is very seldom preserved. This can be readily seen in the 
above derivations : duclum loses its final syllable um and becomes 
duel; philos, suffers a similar loss, and becomes phil; and an- 
thropos becomes anlhrop, the ist in philanthropist being merely a 
Buffix. Analogous changes of the form of the root may be observed 
in carnivorous, from carnis, (Gen.) flesh, and voro to eat ; centi- 
pede, centum, a hundred, and pedis, (Geo.) the foot ; chronometer, 
chronos, time, and metrum, a measure. 

Very few English words, even of those that are not compound, 
retain the forms of their Latin or Greek roots. Thus, the root of 
apt, is aptus ; of art, artia (Gen.); of sphere, sphmra; of scruple, 
scrupuhts, &c. 

For removing the difficulty which this modification of the root 
occasions to the pupil, a very simple arrangement has been made 
use of in the present work, as well as in the Class-Book of Ety- 
mology and Oswald's Etymological Dictionary. A hyphen ( - ) 
is placed between that part of the root which is retained in the 
English word and that which is rejected. Thus, aptus is written 
apt-US, and from, it are derived apt, woapt, aAcml; angdlo is writ- 
ten angel-lo, and its derivatives are angel, ^.rcnangel,fiVangel\cB.\; 
ledum is written lect-um, and collect, dia?ec(, elect, leclam, 
neglect, are words derived from it.

PREFIXES AND SUFFIXES. 



As it is of great importance that the pupil should have a tho- 
rough knowledge of the signification of the Prefixes and Suffixes, 
before he commences the general analysis of words, it has been 
deemed proper to devote a further portion of tiie " First Book of 
Etymology" to this subject. 

Iq Part I., the prefixes and suffixes have been pointed out, and 
their meaning, with copious illustrations, given ; and the pupil 
ahouid now be able to tell the force of any prefix or suffix that 
may he presented to hira. But, in the general course of etymolo- 
gical study, the prefixes and sufilxes are not pointed out, and the 
papil will bo obliged first to determine what ihey are — and in view 
of this fact the following exercises have been prepared. They 
comprise two lists of words, arranged in alphabetical order, one 
applying to the prefixes, the other to the suffixes. Care has been 
taken to select those words in which the root suffers little change 
in its combination with the prefix or suffix. Words ftamed im- 
mediately from foreign roots, or immediately from the words 
already existing in our own language, have been admitted indis- 
criminately into the list; both equally answer the purposes for 
which, they are designed. In each case the original word is given, 
and, in that of foreign roots, the meaning accompanies it, so tliat 
the pupil maybe supplied with every aid that is r 
ascertaining the root, and may give up his whole ' ' 
tion to the consideration of the prefix or sufRx.

LATIN AND OTHER ROOIS. 



GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Pronunciation, The rules lo be observed in the pronuncia- 
tion of Latin and Greek, diffur but slightly from those laid down for 
our own language. It is important, however, to bear in mind : 

1. That every vowel or diphthong must be enunciated. Ac- 
cordingly, tniles is pronounced mi-les ; mare, mar-e; arche, 
arch-e ; bolane, hotan-e. 

3. That the diphthongs se and m have the sound of e. ^dea is 
pronounced Edea ; eevum, evnm ; pamu,pena;ftedus,fedus. 

3. That ch is always sounded like k: as, achos, pronounced 
akoa ; echeo, ekeo ; chir,kir; chylos,kylos. 

4. That in the Latin c and g are hard before it, o, and m, and 
soft before e (ie, le), t and y. Calo is pronounced /co/o; colo,icolof 
cura, kara; cedo, sedo ; cioia, sivis. In Gallia, lego, gutla, the 
gh sounded like the same letter in the English word go; m gelu 
and gibbus, like g in giant. In the Greek roots c («} and g are 
always sounded hard, 

5. That dissyllables have tho accent on the ^raf syllable: a^lo 
a'ger, ea'nis. 

For the pronunciation of the roots from the French and other lan- 
guages, we do not deem it necessary to make any provision. The roots 
of ftiis character are so few, and, in regard to the French especially, all 
written instruction is so unservieeable, that, if the pupil feels any desire 
for such information, he must seek it in the proper books or from proper 

In prosecuting the study of Etymology, it should be DOticed that 
the form of the Latin or Greek word is subject to great variation, in 
order to express its number and case, or voice, mood, &c. ; and, as 
our words are derived sometimes from one, and sometimes from 
another of these forms, two or more derivatives may difier very 
mucli in their appearance, although ttiey spring from the same 
root. Thus, core, courage, and encourage come from cor (the 
A^om. of the Lat. for heart); ^vhi\e accord, corrfia/,and discordant 
come from cordia (the Gen), Com.ponenl and postpone come from 
■Bono [Ind. pres.) ; compose and position from positiim [Supine),

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A slight modification in the form of the derivative arises from 
the cliang'o of e and of « the priaiitives into i in tlie compounds 
and derivatives.

As most of the English words of Latia origin are derived through 
the French, it is both interestiag and important to trace the changes 
which the Latin words underwent in their transitiou lo French. 
Without some attention lo this subject, it will be difScult to appre- 
ciate the connection between many English words and the Latin 
roots to which they are referred, 

Almost alt Latin words, in passing into the French, were modi- 
fied by apocope, or the loss of their final syllable ; many by si/n- 
cope, or the loss of their middle syllable ; and the commulaiion, 
addition, and transposition of letters, occasioned various other 
differences in the derivative words.
